Savings Ccmiritlee as testimony of the patriotism and sound business 
discernment cf the people of that community, which resulted in an over- 
subsc-iption of the War Savings Stamp quota. 
It is planned that the 


tablets be placed in an appropriate place in the courthouse, with proper 
ceremony 


In addition to the 27 counties already earning the tablet memciial, 


there are at least 20 more in a position to reach the goal withni tbe 
next few w eeKs. 


Two score counties are undertaking a "Shall-This-County-Fail" cam 


paign. 
The results of such a "drive" are expected to insure reaching 


the year's War Savings Stamp quota. This campaign is being directed 
largely toward those reople in the county who are able to buy from 
$500 to $1,000 In War Savings Stamps. During November the "limit" in 
War Savings Stamps can be purchased for $844. On Jan. 1, 1923, the 
government will pay the owner of these securities $1,000. 


From War Department figures, the state W. S. S. Committee has 


computed that the state's 1918 quota of,. $106,000,000 in War Savings 
Stamps will equip and maintain for one year all of Ohio's 250,000 boys 
overseas.

In War Savings Stamps at the November cost of $844, he is furnishing 
the go' ernment sufficient money with which to outfit and maintain two 
Buckeye fighters for a year of service abroad. Investment of $422 for 
$500 of War Savings Stamps will outfit one soldier.

4000 HUNS SUNDAY

tured by the Americ.um in this sector 
yesterday. The number of guns and 
other booty to ateadily growing.

The Germans are 


not retreating In gie.u disorder and 
their withdrawal cannot be called a 
tout, but it la certain that the genera 
staff and the field officers have lost 
control to a certain extent. 


All parts of the line were active dur 
ing last night. ,^.The lett 
wing con 


tinued Its advance with lutle interrup- 
tion even after darkness had fallen 
The Americana reached Boult-Aux-Bois 
at 
4 o'clock 
thib morning. 
Their 


patrols were at the heels of the 're 
treating enemy who were heard leaving 
the northern end of the town by wagon 
a iid who had escaped by the time the 
Americans had made their way through 
the town in the gloom 


There 
was 
some opposition, es 
pecially artillefyxfire and rear gua 
fighting at Barrlcourt and-Nouart, but 
it was quickly swept away. After clean 
ing up Tailly last night the Americans 
took Hill 268 and a little later occu 
pied Les Fontenelles farm. 


The village of Le Charnpy-Ha'ute was 
taken early this moining marking an 
advance of five mi'es northward from 
Bayonville. Th" Americans' did 
not 
stop there but pre.s.sed on. One divi 
slon which on Saturday captured 79 
officers and 2,170 men, CO machine guns 
and 12 guns of 77 calibre was reported 
today to have largely increased its 
booty. 


The troops on the right, like those 


on the left anrt center, also continued 
to move forward, although less rapidly 
than the others. The heights of Mon- 
tigny, four miles 
north of Clery-Le- 


Petit were reached at noon. When the 
Americans occupied the height it was 
seen that the Germans had evacuated 
the region immediately to the north. 


From the left flank to the right there 


was evidences that the German offi- 
cers are trying \o hold their men to 
their task but reports from different 
sources agree -that difficulties 
have 


arisen which the Germans have found 
impossible to overcome. 
East of the Meuse from north of 


Remoiville where the roads are choked 
with retreating Geimans, to north of 
Stenay, on the east bank of the river, 
where the railway yards are filled with 
troon trains leaving for the rear, the 
Germans are falling 
back. 
(From 


Kemoiville to Stenay is about eight and 
a half miles.) The artillery fire from 
the hills behind the German lines seems- 
to indicate th<» reluctance of those in 
command to yield to the evident de- 
sire of the men hi the line to with- 
draw. 


Equal activity is displayed behind the 


American lines, but it is of opposite 
character. 
Far to the rear the roads 


are filled, hot only with slowly moving 
convoys,but with-truck trains filled 
with troops being rushed forward to 
support those in some cases, are keep- 
ng up the fast pace set by the retiring 
jermans. 


The American losses so far have 


teen astonishingly light, compared with 
:he size of the operation. There has 
>een fighting by the enemy but of a 
half hearted sort, .except in a few cases 
where for brief interval? strong stands 
were made by little garrisons left be- 
lind. 


One of these was at 
Barrlcourt. 


which was occupied just after 4 o'clock 
this morning, tbe southern edge of the 
village having been taken 
Saturday 


night. 
The distance 
between 
the 


Americans and the Germans was less 
than three hundred yards. Ordered to 
advance the Americans plunged down 
he streets with fixed bftyonets. shoot 
ng as they went. The Germans stood 
;heir ground only for a few moments. 
It \vas a bloody interval. Only a few 
of the Germans escaped. 
Scores of small fights occurred in the 


woods and ravines between enemy ma- 
chine gun crews and the advancing 
Americans. 


Throughout the day the American ar 


tillery heavily bombed the German lines 
long the entire front.
